UNDER THE interim pro-
gram, each of the three exec-
utive directors would pick up
from nine to 14 departments
and_meet with the governor
three times a week to discuss
their problems.

office. The task force said the
agency administrators often
become captives of their own
departments,

Thus, with introduction of
these two programs, another
episode in the continuing
drama of efficiency in gov-
ernment has been typescript.
